Forum offers insight to Beyond War movement

“You and | live in a world 
permeated by 55,000 nuclear 
weapons waiting in silos and 
submarines,” Phyllis Kidd told 
an audience of approximately 
50 individuals at Rancho 
Santiago College recently. 

Kidd was introduced by Ken 
Turknette of the Speech 
Department as the featured 
guest at the Speaker's Forum. 
Kidd went on to say that “One 
Trident submarine alone could 
destroy every major city in the 
Northern hemisphere.” 

As a co-founder with her 
husband of the Beyond War 
Movement, Kidd has lectured in 
the Soviet Union, Africa, China 
and Israel, in addition to the 


United States. She delivers the 
basic message that mankind 
must change its thinking about 
war in order to Survive.

Albert Einstein once said, 
“The unleashed power of the 


atom has changed everything 


Save our modes of thinking and 
we thus drift toward 
unparalleled catastrophe.” Kidd 
states that the public must be 
informed about the dangers of 


nuclear war and offered hope 
for the future through global 
cooperation and mutual respect 
for all life on this planet. 


“War is intrinsic to human 
culture, but not human nature; 
it can be unlearned. The we are 
trustworthy, they (the enemy) 
are warlike, treacherous, and 
cruel’ mode of thinking must 
give way to the one common 
world interest which is the 
desire to survive,” states Kidd. 


“Accepting cultural diversity 
and learning to cooperate with 
all nations should not be 
dismissed as mere_ idealism 
according to Kidd. “There will 
be no private survival in the 
event of a nuclear war. We are 
one human community on this 


earth and we must learn to 
work together,’’ she said.

While not advocating total 
disarmament, the Beyond War 
Movement encourages dialogue 
with other nations concerning 
the hazards of nuclear war and 
the possibility of global 
cooperation. 

Breaking down stereotypes is 
crucial to a cooperative effort 
toward peace. The Russians, for 
example, hold the view that the 
United States wants war and 
makes war, according to Kidd.

Js it possible to strip religion 
from America’s halls of 
education? Js it what Thomas 
Jefferson envisioned when he 
penned the phrase “a wall of 
separation between the 
church and state?” {s it even 
possible? No! It is not possible. 

What ts religion? A small 
sampling of RSC’s students 
were asked to give their 
definition of religion recently. 
The most often repeated 
definition was, “‘religion is a 
belief..a belief in a supreme 
being, a higher being, a 
supernatural being.” 

That definition concurs with 
the framers of the Declaration 
of Independence and the 
United States Constitution 
when they referred to ‘‘nature 
and. nature’s God.” However 
that definition does not concur 
with the Supreme Court today. 


--religion is 
what judges 
say it is 


Speaking of the evolution of 
the Constitution, John W. 
Whitehead in The Second 
American Revolution says, “in 
1907 Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes 
remarked that ‘the 
Constitution is what judges © 
Say it is.” In 1965, the 
Supreme Court defined 
religion for Americans, and 
thus the Supreme Court 
Justices said in effect— 
religion is what judges say it 
is. 

Both those pronouncements 
disregard the original intent of 
Americas founding fathers and 
its founding documents— the 
Declaration and Constitution. 

Such interpretations from 
set aside the phrase “nature 
and nature’s God” from the 
Declaration of Independence 
and the common law spoken 
in the 7th amendment of the 
Constitution. “Common Law 
is,” Says Whitehead, “an age 
old doctrine that developed by 
way of court decisions that 
applied the principles of the 
Bible to everyday situations.” 

Attempting to liberate these 
documents from their original

meaning of religion as’ 
founded on God and the Bible, 
the Supreme Court consulted 
several progressive 
theologians for their definition 
of religion. In 1965, they 
adopted Paul Tillich’s 
definition of religion of religion 
as a belief a belief of ‘‘ultimate 
concerns.” According to the 
Supreme Court then religion is 
any sincere beliefs that deals 
with ultimate concerns. By 
that definition—— atheism is a 
religion, for it is a sincere 
belief that deals with ultimate 
concerns. So are agnosticism 
and humanism! 

That definition gathers 
together all heretofore 
recognized religions and 
unrecognized religions under 
the umbrella of religion. While 
all are to be protected by the 
Constitution, all are expelled. 
from America’s schools and 
hallowed halls according to 
the Supreme Court's 
interpretations. 

One little problem exists. 
This is not happening. The 
unrecognized religion, 
Humanism, is being taught 
extensively in the school 
systems of America. 

What is Humanism? First, 
let’s let Humanism define 
itself. The authors of the 
Humanist Manifesto | define 
Humanism. as a religion no 
less than nine times according 
to Tim LaHaye in7he Battle of 

the Mind. And as was just 
mentioned, the Supreme Court

has also defined it as a 
religion. But what does 
Humanism teach? 

Among some of its beliefs, 
LaHaye says Humanism 
teaches, ‘‘as non-atheists, we 
begin with humans, not God... 
man is a part of nature and... 
he has emerged as a part of a 
continuous process 
(evolution)... moral values 
derive their source from 
human experience... Ethics is 
autonomous and situational ... 
man’s religious culture and 
civilizations, as clearly depicted 
by anthropology and history, 
are the product of a gradual 
development due to his 
interaction with his natural 
environment and social 
heritage.” 

Humanism is man-centered, 
not God-centered. It says that 
man draws his strength and 
sustenance from himself and 
he owes no higher power 
obedience or allegiance. 
Humanism holds an agnostic, 
if not atheistic, world view. 

Once informed, students 
here at RSC should be able to 
recognize these concepts 
when they are taught in such 
courses as anthropology, 
sociology, physiological 
psychology, biology, philosophy 
and many others. 

The unrecognized religion in 
America has become 
Humanism, and it has become 
the state supported and state 
mandated religion in America. 
How? And why?

’ Separation of church and state 


Simple! In mandating that a 
religion can not be taught in 
our public schools, religions 
that were heretofore not 
recognized as religions have 
taken their place. Trying to 
dislodge religion from certain 
activities of man (such as 
education) is like trying to take 
space out of space. Trying to 
confine religion to little white 
churches with tall white 
steeples is like trying to purge 
man from man. It can not be 
done. 

By banning Judeo- 
Christianity and other 
recognized religions from 
education, the Supreme Court 
has ensured that a religion 
from another ilk takes it’s 
place. Again, you can’t take 
space from space, and you 
can't take religion out of man. 
We are here and we have 


we got here. 

Any thinking human being 
bears allegiance to some type 
of religious belief—be it 
theistic or nontheistic. But, 
nontheism is ultimately a \ 
misnomer. If, as Humanism 
says, there is no God, only 
man-—-then, man is his own 
God. For he is his own 
standard, his own yardstick; 
and he appeals only to 
himself. Whenever man — 
consults no higher power than 
himself, and teaches other to 
do the same, Humanism is his 
standard and the religion that — 
he is teaching.

This is the religion that is 
being taught in American 
schools. Separation of churc4 
from state has not been 
accomplished in our schools; 
nor can it be. 

RSC students need to ask 
themselves—Why does 
Humanism receive this favored 
status on campus? Is it 
because it has not been 
exposed for the religion that it 
is?

RSC’s only woman water polo 


player stays in shape for Olympics

After waking up at 2 p.m. a 
few Sundays ago, Shari Smith 
looked slightly confused. 

Smith had not set her clocks 
back for Daylight Savings Time 
the night before and now she 
really wasn’t sure whether to 
“fall back” or “‘spring forward.” 

Smith did have a good 
excuse, though, for the 
confused state she was in. She 
had spent the previous night at 
St. Joseph's Hospital in Orange 
with a bad case of stomach flu. 

Gastro-intestinitis is the 
medical term the doctors gave 
her. No matter what the name, 
having it is never a pleasant 


feeling. 


But neither a sleepless night 
nor the flu is enough to keep the 
5'9” blonde haired beauty from 
keeping her scheduled 
interview. Or from smiling. 

Smith quickly brushed her 
short hair as she tried to 
awaken completely from the 
sleep she had been trying to get. 
Dressed in white and light blue 
thermal long: johns, Smith sat 
herself down on the couch and 
the interview began. 

The angle for the story was to 
be, ‘Woman water polo player 
plays for college men’s team.” 

Certainly Smith has the 
impressive credentials to merit 
a newspaper story. All league 
player four straight years in 
high school, all state player for 
two years, offensive most 
valuable player her senior year 


in high school and a 
membership on the Senior 
National Women’s team. 

Her story had the makings of 
a great sports feature. But it 
turned out to be a story of 
strength_and courage. 

It’s hatd enough to be a 
college athlete in a strange 
environment, but to be the only 
female on an otherwise all- 
male team makes things much 
more difficult. Add a partial 
Laberum tear in the left 
shoulder and even the toughest 
people will fall by the wayside. 

Unless, of course, you are 
talking about Smith. 

Water polo is a very physical 
game. The players have to be 
strong and able to withstand 
long periods of constant 
swimming. 

It is not agame for timid or the 
weekend athlete. The play is not 
always clean, either. Members 
of the opposing teams will 
punch and scratch at each other 
under the water, out of the view 
of the officials. 

The average weight of an 
RSC water polo player is 175 
pounds. Smith weighs in at only 
135. This size disadvantage 
could increase the other 
obstacles she has to overcome. 
But Smith doesn't feel that way. 

“Other teams don’t take me 
for granted,’’ Smith said, 
‘“cause if they do, hopefully 
they'll get burned.” 

Smith is one woman who can 
back up what she says with 
action. Following a seven game 
layoff as a result of her shoulder 


injury, Smith scored in her first 
game back. 


Since her return Smith has 


averaged roughly seven 
minutes a game and has a total 
of four goals this season. 

In many ways she is just like 
any other 18 year-old college 
freshman. She misses her 
family and friends in Eugene, 
Oregon. But she also enjoys the 
freedom of living on her own. 
And she also enjoys the 
company of her boyfriend, 
Grant Gable. 

Gable is an offensive lineman 
for RSC’s football. team, but he 
seems more proud of Smith's 
accomplishments rather than 
his own. 

“He introduces me as, ‘This is 
Shari, she plays water polo at 
RSC on the guys team and on 
the Senior National. Team," 
Smith said with a laugh. “I think 
it’s funny.” 

It may seem funny to her 
now, but it could get better. 
Smith is playing at RSC only to 
keep in shape for the 1992 
Olympic Game. While women’s 
water polo isn’t on the official 
schedule for ‘92, it is expected 
to be included as an exhibition 
sport. 

"That's the only reason | 
continue to play,’ Smith said. 
“If it weren't a possibility | 
probably wouldn't be playing 
now.” 

It's hard to believe that Smith 
wouldn't find some other 
reason to compete at water 
polo. She’s just that type of 
competitor.
